What a Prominent Operator Has to Say 
of the Coal Outlook. 


Nine Hundred Thousand Bashels Per 
Week Consumed in St. Louis. 


probability that the Miners Will Soon Go 
to Work on Full Time, 


The coal famine in St. Louis still continues 
with all the troubles and perplexities incident 
to a scarcity of fuel at this season of the year. 
The acitation andexcitement of matters re- 
Jating to the coal supply have increased rather 
than ubated within the past two days, and the 
present outlook is not the most favorable to 
an early solution of the existing trouble in 
that particular department of business. Va- 
rious reasons have been assigned for the pres- 
ent difficulty. The miners are attacked by the 
operators 1n that commodity and are accused 
of advancing the price of mining without 
just cause or reason. The railroads likewise 
receive their share of censure and are charged 
with pooling to discriminate against outside 
mines and in favor of the St. Clair region. 
The operators themselves are blamed for ad- 
yancing the price per bushel for local con- 


sumption 80 as to recover the _ loss 
which they have sustained on the 
contracts entered into with the city 


and other large corporations to furnish goal 
during the present season. Each of these 
three factors deny their owrm instrumentality 
in produeing the present abnormal price for 
coal, and charge the other two with being its 


cause. 
THE ALLEGED FACTS 


in the present muddle, as near as can be gain- 
ed, are as follows: The local coal dealers, at 
the beginning of the present fiscal year, egter- 
ed into large contracts with the Gas-works, 
Water-works, Belcher Sugar Refinery, the 
railroad Jines and other corporations, to furn- 
ish them coal for the present season. The 
contracts were made on a basis for mining of 
two and a half cents per bushel. The dealers 
considered that the Miners’ Union had agreed 
to produce the coal for these figures. The 


miners refused to supply the commodity at 
that price, and finally advanced the cost of 
yroduction to four cents per bushel. The 
atom also decided to reduce the supply by 
employing a larger number of miners than 
could be successfully worked, at half labor, 
that isthe day’s supply of each man was 
limited to 50 bushels in place of 100, which 
under ordinary circumstances each miner 
could produce. The coal dealers, to recover 
fromthe loss which this increased price of 
production entailed upon them in filling their 
contracts with the city and other corporations, 
advanced the price per bushelinthe general 
market tothe present abnormal figures of 13 
and 14 cents. 
THE RAILROADS’ 
connection with the present ditliculty is not 
soapparent asthe above noted facts. The 
roads running through the coal district are 
pooled, but they claim that the transportation 
of the mine product is regulated not as to the 
amount of coal carried to this city, but merely 
as tothe percentage which each road of the 
pool shall carry of the gross amount pro- 
duced. The railroad authorities express their 
willingness to transport coal from the Bryden 
mine and other coal regions, but admit that 
it is more profitable for them to em- 
ploy their cars in the Carbondale trade 
than inthe Bryden or other more distant 
mines.

The disturbed local 
market remains substantially the same as 
has been the case for the past few weeks. 

Areporter for the Post-DisraTcu visited 

MR. GARTSIDE, 
an extensive coal operator. and interrogated 
him on the present coal difficulty as follows: 

“What do you understand to be the cause of 
the present scarcity in ceal with its abnormal 
prices?’ commenced the reporter. 

‘‘Ithinkit is entirely due to the fact that 
the miners of the locality that chiefly supplies 
St. Louis are not working their full time. By 
that I mean thatthe Miners’ Union passed a 
resolution limiting each man to5V0 bushels a 
day in place of 100 bushels that they can dig out 
if allowed to work their fulltime. This 
makes the supply inadequate to the demand, 
and the present scarcity of coal results.jThere 
is no other trouble that I can see inthe way of 
production, and the railroads running through 
that district are willing and capable of carry- 
ing all the coal thatis required forthis mar- 
ket that can be produced at those mines.’’ 

“Did the railroad managers at the meeting 
last Saturday make the coai dealers any offer 
to load coal from Brydenand other mines at 
figures that would justify you to handle the 
products of other mines’’’ 

‘*I don’t knowanything about that, as I 
Was not atthe meeting last Saturday. The 
secretary of our company was present and 
informed me of what was done. No mention 
was made of suchan offer. If suchhad been 
the case Ithink I would have at least heard 
of it. The railroad men mainly confined 
themselves to an examination of the present 
excessive price of coal as they expressed it. 
On learning all the facts and information given 
them by the dealers they agreed with us that 
the present price of coa ] was not exorbitant 
under the circumstances. ’”’ 

PRESENT PRICES. 

“What are the present prices?’ 

“We charge for a medium load to all local 
consumers 13 cents per bushel. For a small 
load, say under 40 bushels, we ask 14 cents. If 
the miners had not broken their agreement 
with us and bad retained the stipulated price 
of 2 1-2 cents per bushel instead of raising it 
to 4 cents as at present, we would bea able to 
deliver coal in St. Louis for 11 cents.’’ 

**The miners,’’? continued Mr. Gartside, 
**made up their minds that St. Louis could 
not cet along without their work, which isa 
fact. The dealers know it, the miners know 
it. and itis patent to every one acquainted 
with the coal business of this city. They felt 
that their prices would be paid: so they ad- 
vanced them from 21-2 cents per bushel to 
the present high rate.’’ 

“Why can’t you secure coal from the other 
coal districts on such oecasions”’ 

*“*At this season of the year the consump- 
tion for St. Louis during one week is about 
100,000 bushels. It has been found by expe- 
rience that only one-third of that amount can 
be successfully secured from mines outside of 
the St. Clair district, and yet in close prox- 
imity tothis city. The remainder must come 
from the district wherein the present advanced 
prices are asked. The other mfhes can sup- 
ply just so much, andin caseof a strike or 
other trouble in the St. Clair region. the out- 
tide mines can net work enough men at 
once to supply the deficiency caused by the 
closing of the St. Clair mines. Fifty men, if 
thatis the number employed, can not be 
doubled in a day, nor can they get out enough 
coal to do away with the other mines. Iftaken 
from Indiana or more distant mines the freight 
renders it unprofitable to bandle it in St. Louis. 
Berides it would be: very difficult to get coal

deen retained. 


from outside mines without making a con- 
tract for six months or a year, which could 
not be done.’’ 

. THE RUMORED OFFER. 

Referring to the rumored offer of the rail- 
roads to transport coal from Indiana and oth- 
er distant mines at the exact cost of carryin 
the same, Mr. Gartside continued: ‘‘If suc 
an offer was made it would certainly be very 
liberal and would greatly assist to relieve the 
present situation. I can hardly believe, how- 
ever, that such an offer was ever made.’’ 

In speaking of the contracts made with a 
number of corporations to supply them with 
coal, he said: **The flat contracts, as they are 
ealled, were based on 2 1-2 cents as the cost 
of production. The increase of the cost of 
mining bas caused a heavy loss to all dealers. 
The outside price per bushel was consequent- 
ly increased to 13 and 14 cents to get even. It 
is human nature to do so, if possible, and we 
tried to recover our loss on the contracts.’’ 

In conclusion he said: ‘‘The miners will 
soon become dissatisfied with the present re- 
duced work and wages, and will soon go to 
work onfulltime. This will correct itself if 
given time. It always has corrected itself, and 
I believe it always will.’’ 


A Card from Manager Parker. 
St. Louis, February 9, 1880. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Referring to the informal interview with the 
subscriber on the coal question, as published 
in your issue of Saturday,I wish to correct 
several statements wherein your reporter 
evidently misapprahended my meaning, and 
represents me as saying the reverse of what I 
intended. 

The substance of what I said was that 
your previous criticisms on the condition 
of the coal market were radically wrong in 
so far as the causes for complaint were at- 
tributed to the action of the railroads. That 
if there had been any scarcity of coal or 
the price too high, the fault did 
not rest with the transportation companies, 
for they were ready and anxious to bring in 
all the coal they could get loaded on their 
cars: that whilst there was an agreement be- 
tween nearly all the coal carrying roads to di- 
videsthe tonnage on the basis of certain 
agreed percentages, aS near as was practica- 
bie. there was nothing in the agreement that 
limited the produetion or in any wise associ- 
ated the roads with the operators in regulating 
the business. ‘The roads stand ready to haul 
to the extent of their capacity. It 
was further stated that the agreement 
to divide the tonnage had not resulted 
in any increase of the tariff rate for transpor- 
tation.: On the contrary, the agreed Minimum 
tariff rate was two cents per bushel in the 
summer andtwo and halfin winter, whereas, 
prior to the existing agreement,the minimum 
schedule rate was twounda half cents per 
bushel the year round, though on large con- 
tracts that rate Was more or less modilied by 
allthe roads during the years of sharp com- 


petition for this business between the opera- — 


tors and the various lines. 

It was further stated that but as mall percent- 
ave of our cars were in the coal trade 
from the Bryden and Big Muddy district 
for the reason that the rate of freight charged 
on the coal was so thin, and the distance so 
great. that we couldn’t afford to send our 
cars there when there was u demand for them 
at the mines on our own road. That the 
Bryden and Big Muddy coal had to pass over 
three different lines, and this necessitated 
more or less delay, and as much as ten days 
were sometimes consumed in around trip. 
The trouble is, this coal won’t stand acom- 
pensatory transportation rate, except for a 
lew purposes for which the coal is specially 
adapted on account of its superior 
quality,or when the price of coal is very high. 
Heneoe the facilities for hauling it are limited. 

lt was not **granted”’ or **conceded’”?’ that 
there was an existing dearth in the coal 
market, for | had no information to that effect 
except the PosT-DISPATCH publications. I did 
concede that the price of coal was higher than 
it should be,and attributed the cause to the ac- 
tion of the miners, Who were, by the violation 
of agreements, forcing the operators to heavy 
losses on annual contracts with steam power 
establishments, and that the operators in turn 
were charging higher rates on tbe residue 
of their product to avoid bankruptcy, 
The existing rates charged for 
coal on each side of the river were mentioned 
and shown to vary widely from the rates 
mwentioned in the previeus D.-D. article, 
but this pait of the interview wus omitted. 
If the operaters Were Mtei¥.cwed | think 
many of the alleged wabures v1 the coal trade 
could be shown to exist in faney rather than 
in fact. But as the roads have nothing to do 
with the coal business farther than to baul it 
to the yards, all that was said on other 


branches - of the business by 
the undersigned was mere opinion 
aml strictly unoflicial, and was not 


intended for publication. The reporter was 
especially referred to the operators and 
miners for matters pertaining to those braucn- 
es ofthe business. Whilst the roads are 
anxious to see the coal market restored to 
its normal condition and the usual volume of 
business brought from the St. Clair District, 
it would seem from the representation of the 
paged: to be impossible to expect this un- 
til the existing ‘‘flat contracts’ have expired 
and the miners are indueed to see their own 
interests and restore the customary and fair 
rate for mining and shift labor.

Liability for the Corporate Debts.

Divorce Day in the Circuit Court—

Stockholders’ Liability. 

Judge Wickham this morning delivered an 
opinion in the case of the Carondelet Savings 
Bank against Eugene Lemarchal, which was 
an action by the bank and its trustees to col- 
lect an assessment of 10 per cent made, as it 
was claimed, on the 12th of May, 1879. The 


defendant owned fifty shares of $100 each. 
| The answer to the petition was a general de- 
' nial, and also sets up the special defense that 
| the assessment was not made by the board of 
directors. Itis urged that the bank cannot 
be joined with the trustees as a party plaintiff; 
that,the corporation having been dissolved,the 
| right of action isin the trustees alone. 

| The court decided that this objection should 
have been taken by demurrer. The point 
wis therefore ruled in favor of the plaintiff. 
The next defense was that the trustees ofa 
dissolved corporationin windiag up its af- 
fairs have no power to make assessments, 
The court decided that the president and di- 
rectors of a corporation should be regarded as 
the trustees of its affairs, with full power to 
conclude its business and to make a final g:t- 
tlement. In the decision the following oc- 
CUrs: 

‘The capital stock of a corporation consti- 
tutes ordinarily one of its chief assets, and 
io realize on this must be one of the tirst du- 
tices of the trustees in winding up the affairs 
of a corporation when necessary to pay debts. 
Whether the necessity exists is a matter with- 
in the discretion of the trustees to determine. 
It followed us a necessary consequence that 
trustees, in Winding up the atfairs ofa dis- 
solved corporation, have power to make calls 
and assessments upon the unpaid stock, * * * 
1 am led to the conclusion that all the corpoe- 
rate functions remain inthe trustees of the 
bank and that the defendant is liable.’ 


Marchbank Remanded. 

The habeas corpus writ taken out by Lizzie 
Marchbank to secure the release of her hus- 
band, Samuel Marchbank, Who is coniined in 
the Work-house,came up before Judge Lind- 
lev this morning. Samuel Marchbank some 
time ago was surprised by his wife, who came 
to this city and found him living with anoth- 
erwoman as his wife. She created quite a 
littie excitement over the affair, and her hus- 
band and his companion were arrested. On 
the trial for adultery he was committed to the 
Work-house. Mrs. Lizzie Marehbank relent- 
ed after she found that her liege lord was in 
prison, and took out the necessarv papers to 


have him released. ‘The grounds on whieh 
his release Was asked were that tha Court of 
(‘riminal Correction, under the § existine 


laws,should have sentenced Marchbank to the 
county jailand not tothe Work-house. As 
the sentence was claimed to be illegal, the 
prisoner’s release Was demanded. The Court, 
after hearing arguments by W.A. Garesche 
and Judge Jones for the prisoner, sed W. H. 
Hlogan for the people, decided that the point 
was not weiltaken. The prisoner was accord. 
ingly remanded back to the Work-house. 


the Mastin Bank Assignment. 

Judge Adams, this morning, decided in the 
ease of the Merchants’ National Bank versus 
Kersey Coates, assignee of the Mastin Bank, 
that the check-holders were entitled tothe 
fund inecourt, amounting to some 429,000. 
Thecheck-holders are entitled to the fund in 
the order of the presentation of their 
checks at the bank, and not intheorder of 
their original dates. A committee, consist- 
ing of Lucien Eaton and E. Smith, was ap- 
pointed to sell the bonds and report the 
amount of such sale to the court, when a tinal 
order will be entered. 

It is expected that the sum will be exhaust- 
ed by the first five or six check-holders who 
presented their claims, and that it will not be 
sufficient tobe divided among a very large 
number of claimants. 

Divorce Day. 

The divorce trialof Henry Nolte against 
Caroline Nolte took place before Judge Wick- 
ham this morning. Nolte is anold man, and 
although he was married onthe 22d day of 
October, 1852, he wants a divorce from his 
wife. In his petition he states that his wife 
abused him, insulted bim and refused to cook 
his meals for him. He claims that she finally 
deserted him for _ the space of 
one year. A number of witaesses were ex- 
amined during the trial. Harry E. Morrill 
commenced suil for divorce against his wife, 
Adella S. Morrill, this morning, His short 
marriage experience only dates from Novem- 
ber 9, 1879, but still he desires a separation. 
He accuses his Wife of misconduct with other 
men.
